This is a plea from one who is a member of the Military Radio 
Collectors' Group as well as a QRP enthusiast. 


Please don't destroy these old rigs. There is someone looking 

for what you have who wants to mate it with its companion 

equipment and put it on the air. If you want to dismantle 

the rig for parts, you should know that all the parts are 

available cheaply already pulled out of the rig, whereas an 

intact rig is desirable, relatively rare, and getting more expensive 
all the time. Command recievers in restorable condition are 

going for anywhere from $20 to $90 depending on condition, and 

the transmitters are selling for even more. If you have an intact unit, 
you could probably trade it for enough parts to make half a dozen 
tuners or whatever. 


I like to modify the Command series also, but I always mess 
with units that have already been modified. Because there is a 
long and glorious history of ham modification, ninety percent 
of these units that are available fit in this category, so 
it's not a big deal. Often a heavily modified set has no extra 
holes in the chassis and no wires soldered to the sockets. 
This is a valuable piece since all the other 

parts can be mounted to the good chassis to make a good radio. 
The easiest way to destroy the value of 

the Command sets is to solder wires to the sockets. 

Once there is any solder on the connectors they no longer mate 
with the plugs in the racks and adapters. 


End of diatribe, but on a QRP note, one of my favorite QRP 

rigs is a WW2 Navy TCS-12, a matching transmitter and receiver 
made by Collins. I run it off a single receiver-type dynamotor 
and in this configuration it puts out about 2-3W on any frequency 
from 1.5 to 12MHz. It has built in QSK with two very loud relays, 
and an antenna tuner that will match a very wide range. Results 


during the last 160m contest were pretty surprising.

The question came up on Fri. about the Crossed Field Antenna on Antennex web 
pages. 


Although this is a patented design that has a lot of claims being made about 
it, the question the poster asked can be answered: This design, nor any 
antenna smaller than a resonant (non loaded) structure antenna for the 
frequency in question, will NOT give you gain in the sense you are looking for 
it. My impression is that the CFA is only claiming to create a BC band, (and 
thus ground wave) field strength similar to a conventional AM station antenna, 
of much longer dimensions. However, for ham use you need a reciprocal 
antenna, -you are receiving and transmitting, and you have to have a larger 
capture area (more conductor) to have gain when you receive signals! Look at 
all the conventional antennas. The extended double Zepp has gain over a 
dipole, because it is longer than two half waves end to end. The Uda-Yagi, 
(Uda was the true inventor, Yagi the translator), beam has larger physical 
area to transmit or capture signals than the dipole driven element alone. 

The full wave loop is just that-- a full wave, and thus more gain than a 
dipole. A quad is made up of full wave loops. And so it goes, THERE IS NO 
FREE LUNCH in antennas! Size is important, along with a number of other 
properties, such as appropriate height, (not too high or low depending on 
antenna type). An antenna such as the CFA sitting on the ground, is likely to 
be shaded by the terrain around your site, and thus, will not optimally 
receive the skywave signals at the angles from which you hear various DX 
paths. Beware of antennas that seem to be too good to be true! They usually 
are, ---the jury of experience of multi users is still out on the CFA. The 
error in the presented design is a real dis-service to scientific analysis and 
certainly made me suspicious of their motives.

Chris, 


The GAPs take more effort to assemble than your typical multiband vertical, and 
the result looks a bit like stacked bird cages. Care must be taken in erecting 
them and taking them down. But they work, and they work well. At least mine did. 


I had a Titan DX at 14 feet in 1996. Worked New Zealand once, from Southern 
California on 30 meters with my Sierra at 2 watts. At the bottom of the sunspot 
cycle. Daily I worked QRP easily up and down the west coast, and east to Colorado 
and beyond. When the higher bands were open (not often in 1996) I worked farther 
out. Still with 2 watts. Had it guyed with dacron rope just above the feedpoint 
(the gap) and it withstood 70 mph winds. The rope stretched but held. I would 


strongly recommend guying. 


Now I live in a rented house and the landlady won't allow me to put it up, but I 
still have it and it ain't for sale! :-) 


A few months ago there was a very interesting comparison test posted on this list, 
of a GAP vs. a full quarter wave vertical. The GAP lost big time according to 
that test. Maybe so, but it was apples and oranges. If you want the max froma 
vertical, by all means go with separate single band, full quarter wave verticals 
and the best ground plane you can create. But for 8 bands in one antenna with no 
traps or radials, I think the GAP is a good choice. 


Usual disclaimers apply. Just a satisfied user, I am.

Howdy Gang, 
This works so well, got to tell ya about it :-) 
Some time ago, I built up the receiver part of Jim's 2N2/40 rig ona 


pcb layout. Got it to work, but didn't do anything with it. Last week 
or so, I dug it up and made some mods. 


The only major changes I made, other than a few parts subsitutions, 
were to the audio section. I used a pair of 10.7 MHz IF transformers 
padded down to 7 Mhz for the input filter, used low noise 2N5088's 
instead of 2N2222's in the RF sections and a SBL-1 for the mixer. 


I pulled the discrete audio amp off the board and added a quad TL-084 
op amp and MC34119 audio amp. The op amp provides a 700 Hz audio 

BPF, audio gain stage and sidetone oscillator, with one section to 
spare. The MC34119 audio amp doesn't like to drive a 8 ohm speaker, 
it's spec'ed for a 32 ohm one, but drives the "resonent tumbler" 
quite nicely. 


For the VFO, I used one one of my "mini DDS" boards and built a 4 
watt RF amplifer (didn't use 2N2222's here either) to complete the 
package. It all fits in a 3" wide, 2" high, 5" long aluminum "mini" 
box, with the 3x2" end serving as the front panel. The DDS board 
produces the 7 Mhz Tx signal directly, so there was no need for a Tx 
mixer board. 


Boy, does this work great! I have vertually no hiss in the speaker, 
Signals just pop out of the slight atmospheric background noise. 

If I can't hear/work the Foxes with this rig, I need a better 
antenna!

I find that you guys have many good answers to many non-QRP questions, 
so I've got another one. 


I do some sound/video stuff at our church. I've found that when we have 
a music group in to sing, their system and ours don't get along well 
when I get "line" output from them to feed to our system (giving me 
audio on the video, and sound for the nursery and tape recorder, etc) - 
get buzz/hum etc. 


The problem is because the 115VAC outlets that they are using are on the 
other phase of the power supply than I am. I will probably swap the 
wires around in the circuit breaker box eventually. This problem is 
common and the industry has come up with a solution called a "Direct 
Box". Another (sometimes works) solution is to "lift" one or the other 


system from ground (or so I'm told). 


I just found out last night that the same phase problem applies to 
video. If we use 2 cameras, one powered from the same outlet as the 
video mixer, the other powered from the other side of the room, and 
therefore the other phase of power, I get a vertically moving bar on the 
video output from the secong camera. I ran an extension cord (unsightly 
arrangement) from the same outlet as the video mixer and the phase stuff 
was gone. 


Does anybody have a circuit design for the "Direct Box", and maybe a 
little theory. Also, how could I use this for the camera getting power 
from the other phase?

Hello John, 
BC-610; oh, yeah!!! 


In Germany right after the war I was in a position where I had access to 
a warehouse full of BC-610's and SX-28 receivers, all of which were 
destined to be crushed and buried in the ground. 


In a Sgt. Bilko type of operation, I hauled a dozen or so of each of the 
above to a storage building, and issued them out to GI hams as they 
received their D4 tickets from the Chief Signal Officer's deputy, Ralph 
V. Fite, D4AAA (now SK). My call was D4ACD in Frankfurt back in 1946/47. 
The list of "recipients" included some high-ranking military types who 
knew better than to ask questions as to the origin of these goodies. 


Since 10M was the only band legally available to us, we developed a 10M 
mod for the BC610 which consisted of changing the parallel 807 drivers to 
a doubler and rewiring the BC610 250TH tank circuit with copper strap 
(instead of the lossy braid). The completed rig worked well on 10M AM 
and CW, but was well known for its RF splatter from the potent Class B 


modulator. Yep, the modulation transformer talked back like a loud 
speaker, and audio feedback to the mike would result if you turned the 
mike gain up too high! 


Previous to the "authorized" activities described above, I operated on 
20M CW and AM as D4USA for some months, but that is another story. As 
each spurious newcomer showed up on 20M (from the GI ranks) we issued him 
a consecutive call sign, ie. USB, USC, etc. As I recall, we had 
‘licensed" USJ when the ASA descended upon us as a result of complaints 
from the UK military. It seems that my/our favorite ragchewing frequency 
was on a British net of some sort 


Thanks for the memories. Sorry that this QRO nostalgia took up so much 
BW on QRP-L.

If this is the circuit I think it is, it does not work very well. One of 
the ARRL QRP reference books has a bridge type SWR circuit that has the 
transmitter transmitting into a 51 ohm dummy load. The power across that 
load is then sampled using something like a 1K resistor which feeds rf 
power to a bridge circuit. The antenna is connected to the bridge circuit. 


This circuit works poorly at QRP levels because there is very little RF 


voltage 

at the bridge circuit to work with. Low voltage levels mean that there may 
not be enough mismatch rf voltage to overcome the detection diode voltage 
drop 

and to detect a SWR mismatch. 


I built one of these myself, and quickly discovered that a 50 ohm load was 
1:1 SWR, so was a 100 ohm and 150 load. A null should indicate a 50 ohm 
match. 

However, it took a very bad mismatch to get the needle to move off a perfect 


match using two watts. 


The resistive bridge is used a lot for QRP, but the RF from the transmitter 
is normally placed right across the bridge, with each leg being 50 ohms 
rated 

at a watt or two (example: Six 1/4w 300 ohm resistors in parallel = 50 ohms, 
1.5w). 

In this arrangement, 1/4 of the input power will make it to the antenna if 
the 

antenna is 50 ohms. At the 1+ watt level it also provides a fair amount of 
rf 

voltage to work with in detecting SWR.

Good day QRP'ers! I've been having fun with the 28 AWG temporary 
wire loop antenna. It is a resonant full-wave at 7040 KHz or so. 
I haven't measured the final length, just resonated it and cut 

it down until it was at the desired frequency. 


It is 4 feet up and a great performer for LOCAL work. The QRN 
is low when compared to the sloper and I seem to be getting 
lots of QSO's from this QTH 60 miles north of SFO. Strong 
signals have been from just about anywhere in CA, OR, WA, and 
some CO stations. NV is easy as well. 


Not bad for 4 feet above the ground and 28 AWG run along the 
wood fence and insulated by small string loops around the 
fence slats. After studying the data on full-wave loops it 
seems true that the higher radiation resistance really makes 
these performers. It sure would be nice to have one up 1/2 
wave and in the vertical plane. 


But the Loop Skywire works well. Though I refer to this 
very low loop and the "Loop Groundwire" Ha, ha, ha, he, hee! 


Sorry for the outburst, I've been saving that pun for awhile... 


I am surprised it hasn't broken yet. We have to lift up a 
wire to walk into the back yard :) 


This won't be the foxfinder 3, or any other fancy name applied 

to my hunting antenna, but it is quieter for close-in QSO's. 

Maybe I'll get the real wire up high and make a loop on the property 
yet. Definitely low profile and if you are still waiting for 

that superstructure tower base to cure, perhaps you can play 

with some wire in the meantime. 


You'll be surprised what a full-wave loop can do, even hidden 
along the fence at 4 feet up and tied off with string insulators.

Fellow qrp'ers & troubleshooters, 


I managed to properly allign the transmit carrier oscillator in my OHR-400 (not 
difficult if you don't bang the tuning knob as I probably did the first time). 
Now, I transmit and receive on the same freq!

Hi agn. friends. Many of you heard of the 

"Duct Tape" fix I performed on my OHR-100 while 
backpacking in Yosemite. Basically, I had packed 

all my radio gear inside a box, inside the pack, with 
pink foam sheets to protect from scratches. 


Well, I must have jammed it in a bit too tight on that 
second night and the OHR-100 original, with its plastic 
power pot adjustment shaft extending out of the rear 
panel, snapped the center wiper off the pc board due 

to the stresses. 


When I got home, TWO of the potentiometer legs were 
now broken and contact was only electrical do to 

the mechanical stress of my tape job which held the 
external shaft upward, forcing the connections inside 
to 'get by'. 


I mounted a nice potentiometer on the back panel and 
ran short wires to the board. The back adjustment 
knob is very heavy duty now. And the mounting is 
rigid. 


Anyway, unless you wish to set and forget your 
output power, put in a panel mounted potentiometer 
if your rig is to be carried inside the backpack. 
You could remove the plastic shaft, but not all 
radios have that. Besides, who wants to lose it? 


It is nice to have the power adjustment so you can 
drop the output power as the battery supply dims... 
so to speak.

Just last night I was reading "ham notebook volume 2" 

(lower case on purpose as that is the title of the book. 
Published by ham radio (hr), edited by Jim Fisk, WIDTY <sk>, 
and published in 1975 for the first printing. 


The first article out of the book is "antennas and transmission 
lines" by Ed Noll, W3FQJ. He has what he calls a low, square 
antenna --- a horizontal quad. 


Take a single-element quad, lay it over horizontally, and mount 
it three- to four-feet above the ground and you have a full- 
dimension low profile antenna, fig. 1. This close-to-ground 
position lowers the antenna resistance of a square full-wave- 
length antenna to a value that provides direct match to 50- or 
70-ohm line. 


He used wire sizes between #12 and #16, insulated. 

Reported excellent results and had some dual band versions. 

The point is that the literature, although difficult to find in 
some cases, has a bunch of stuff done decades ago that new hams 

are discovering on their own. If you think you might have invented 
something new you might ask first to see if anyone has seen it 


before. 


I tend to think of such antennas as variations on the rhombic. 
Ed feeds his on the center point of one side.

NW7DX's DSW-40 Review 


I ordered the DSW 40 meter kit from Dave and received the kit about 1 anda 
half weeks later. 


I quickly Opened the tiny package and was amazed at what I saw. The first 
that that I pulled out was the manual. It has a great color picture of what 
the board looks like when it is finished. Inside, there were a few plastic 
bags with other various envelopes that contained parts. The board and all 
the parts were a lot smaller than I expected. 


About 2 minutes later, I already had all my stuff laid out on the table and 
began counting the parts, reading the manual and making sure everything was 
there. Sure enough, all of the parts were there and I was ready to go. 


It took me about 3 afternoons to build the whole kit. The only thing that I 
screwed up with were the first 3 diodes. I accidentally soldered them the 
wrong way. A quick e-mail to Dave replaced those 3 parts. His service was 
very very fast. He promptly e-mailed back and said they were packed and 
going out in the mail the next day! wow! 


This being my second radio kit, I was still fairly new to this stuff. Even 
so, I think I did a good job with all the soldering and putting everything 
together. The only real hard part for me was when I had to wind a torroid, 
then wind another wire on top of that. It said to do this while the torriod 
was on the board, but I found that it was easier just to do everything before 
I put it on the board. Something that I wasn't used to before this kit, 
was having the resisters and diodes vertical on the board. After soldering a 
few in, it got easier. 


I haven't put power to it yet, but I am 99.9% sure that this thing will work 
the first time. Currently, I am working on the enclosure for this rig. 
Instead of buying Dave's, I just found a metal project box that is a perfect 
size for this board. 


The holes are punched, all the connectors are soldered to the board and the 
first few layers of paint are on. For labeling, I plan on making a colored 
face from my computer and then printing it out and putting it on the front 
and back of the enclosure. 


My goal is to have this rig up and running by Saturday (August 21st) with 
everything all in perfect condition, ready for the Dx!
